Any time you buy or sell a 
home or a business or make an 
investment you have choices 
of how you may do it—some 
wise, some not, in view of your 
circumstances.

KNOW WHEN TO PASS. 


Poor judgment in passing 
other cars results in many 
serious traffic accidents. 
Here's the procedure out- 
lined in AAA’s new adult 
driving guide, HOW TO 
DRIVE, which all drivers 
should follow: Position your- 
self well behind the car you 
intend fo pass so you can 
see the road ahead. Care- 
fully check traffic conditions 
to the rear as well as in 
front of you. Ahead, look 
for bridge approaches, nar- 
rowing pavement, pedes- 
trian or bicycle traffic, inter- 
sections, or any other ob- 
struction which might cause 
the car you are passing to 
swerve to the left. Never as- 
sume that oncoming traffic 
in the passing lane will slow 
to allow you more space. If 
the person you are passing 
accelerates and thereby 
shortens your passing space, 
drop back and give up pas- 
sing rather than run a fool- 
ish risk. After you pass, re- 
turn to the right-hand lane 
only when you can see the 
car you have passed in your 
interior rear-view mirror.
